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INTRODUCTION 

The  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  had  its 
beginning  with  the  appointment  of  the  first  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  on  July  8,  1875,  under  the  title 
''Park  Department."  The  Board  consisted  of  three 
members  who  served  without  compensation.  As  thus 
constituted,  the  department  continued  up  to  1913,  when 
by  provision  of  Chapter  10,  Ordinances  of  1912,  it  was 
merged  with  the  Public  Grounds,  Bath  and  Music 
Departments,  under  the  name  of  Park  and  Recreation 
Department.  The  Commissioners  were  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  term  expiring 
each  year.  The  Chairman  w^as  a  paid  city  official,  in 
charge  of  the  operation  of  the  department.  The  other 
two  members  served  without  compensation. 

In  1920  the  Cemetery  Department  was  merged  with 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  and  the  title  was 
changed  to  Park  Department.  On  May  1,  1954,  the 
department  became  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  2,  Ordinances  of 
1954.  The  Board  of  Parks  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sioners was  increased  to  five  members. 

Under  the  latest  ordinance,  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  becomes  the  active  head  of  the 
department  with  power  of  authority  far  beyond  that 
which  existed  when  the  Board  consisted  of  three  mem- 
bers (Section  36-42,  inclusive.  Chapter  2,  Ordinances 
of  1954).  The  Commissioners  meet  as  required  on  call 
from  the  Chairman. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  approximately  2,702  acres  of  parks 
and  playgrounds.  Included  in  this  area  are  the  follow- 
ing facilities:  a  general  office  building;  122  playgrounds 
and  play  areas,  47  of  which  have  field  houses;  20  parks, 
large  and  small;  2  service  yards  containing  offices, 
mechanics'  shops,  storehouse,  and  garage;  a  recreation 
office  building;  13  indoor  recreation  centers;  16  public 
bathhouses;  2  public  golf  courses  (18  holes)  both  with 
clubhouses;  3  public  bathing  beaches  with  bathhouses 
in  which  are  2  solaria;  4  swimming  pools  (2  indoor  and 
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2  outdoor);  85  public  squares;  16  greenhouses;  19 
cemeteries  (3  active,  16  inactive  or  historic);  108  miles 
of  parkways,  driveways,  walks,  and  paths;  131  acres 
of  ponds  and  rivers;  and  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
all  trees  on  city  streets,  parks,  and  playgrounds. 

The  department  organizes,  promotes,  and  conducts  a 
city-wide  recreation  program  for  all  age  groups  with 
special  emphasis  on  youth  programs. 

This  report  summarizes  briefly  the  efforts  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  staff  of  the 
department  to  maintain  a  high  standard  in  essential 
services  and  to  expand  the  facilities  of  our  park  system 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  department  within  our  appro- 
priation allowances. 

In  this  report  there  is  no  particular  attention  given 
to  the  extensive  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  Reference  to  the 
introductory  section  of  this  report  will  indicate  the  large 
number  of  areas,  buildings,  etc.,  that  require  most  of 
the  time  of  our  staff.  It  should  be  apparent  that  much 
of  our  appropriation  is  expended  for  the  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  parks,  gardens,  park  and  recrea- 
tion buildings,  mechanics'  shops,  golf  courses,  ceme- 
teries, etc.  Proper  maintenance  is  the  key  to  efficient 
service.  We  are  confining  this  report  to  major  work 
accomplished  in  1965  all  of  which  is  substantially  out- 
side the  area  of  general  maintenance. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS  IN  1965  OF 
PARKS  AND  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

Parks  and  Playground  Improvements 
John  H.  L.  Noyes  Playground,  East  Boston:  The 
work  done  here  consisted  of  reconstructing  the  softball 
field;  constructing  an  asphalt  skating  and  basketball 
area;  preparing  and  sodding  the  existing  baseball 
infield  and  doing  other  related  and  incidental  work  at 
the  playground  at  a  cost  of  $43,561.60. 

Rogers  Park  Playground,  Brighton:  Reconstruction  of 
tennis  and  basketball  courts  at  a  cost  of  $11,466.13. 
The  basketball  and  tennis  courts  and  adjacent  areas 
were  repaved  and  renewed. 
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Concrete  Pool,  Frog  Pond,  Boston  Common:  The 
annual  painting  and  reconditioning  of  this  area  was 
completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,143.00. 

Swimming  Pool,  North  End  Park  Playground:  This 
pool  was  reconditioned  and  painted  at  a  cost  of  $6,975,00. 

Play  area  at  Ringgold  and  Hanson  Sts.,  Boston:  This 
empty  lot  from  which  buildings  have  been  removed 
was  thoroughly  cleaned;  new  drains  and  water  pipe 
installed;  drinking  fountain  and  rustic  steps  installed; 
and  the  entire  area  loamed  and  seeded  at  a  cost  of 
$7,437.14.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1966  or  '67  a  new 
project  can  be  developed  on  this  area  with  the  instal- 
lation of  equipment,  basketball  courts,  etc. 

Reconstruction  of  T ennis  Courts,  Fallon  Field,  Ros- 
lindale:  A  new  tennis  court,  120'  x  107'  was  recon- 
structed at  this  location  at  a  cost  of  $5,433.05. 

Playground,  Walnut  Avenue  and  Crawford  Street, 
Roxbury:  $67,900.00  was  expended  at  this  location 
for  the  following  work — removal  of  all  trees;  cleaning 
and  grading  the  area;  proper  drainage:  construction  of 
catch  basins,  new  masonry  walls;  new  softball  field 
and  backstop;  new  basketball  courts;  chain  link  fence 
surrounding  the  area;  grading,  seeding  and  planting 
with  new  trees  and  shrubs. 

George  Wright  Golf  Course,  Hyde  Park:  Replacement 
of  the  sprinkling  system  at  a  cost  of  $5,854.10.  A 
second  contract  for  the  preparation,  sodding  and  seeding 
of  all  the  tees  and  fairways  at  a  cost  of  $21,314.00. 
Another  contract  at  this  location  was  awarded  for 
repairs  to  the  existing  gravel  and  asphalt  paved  service 
roadways  and  the  laying  of  a  two-course  asphalt  pave- 
ment on  the  prepared  surfaces  at  a  cost  of  $10,022.50. 

Horatio  Harris  Park,  Roxhury:  This  park  which  had 
been  more  or  less  abandoned  for  several  years  was 
completely  renewed.  Walls  were  repaired;  new  drain 
pipe  installed,  drinking  fountain,  new  benches,  new 
trash  receptacles;  area  thoroughly  cleaned,  loamed 
and  seeded;  new  trees  and  shrubs  were  planted  and 
underground  facilities  for  the  lighting  of  the  area  were 
installed.   Cost  of  this  project  was  $53,675.00. 
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Buildings,  Etc. 

L  Street  Bathhouse,  South  Boston:  All  exterior  doors 
were  replaced.  The  gate  and  wood  barrier  at  the 
entrance  to  the  boys'  beach  was  reconstructed,  new 
concrete  platform  constructed  under  gate  and  miscel- 
laneous masonry  and  building  repairs  at  a  cost  of 
$15,225.76. 

Mozart  Street  Play  Area,  Jamaica  Plain:  A  new 
sanitary  building  including  painting,  plumbing,  heating, 
electric  work,  etc.,  was  constructed  on  this  new  play 
area  completed  in  1964.  The  cost  of  the  sanitary 
building  was  S17,858.07. 

Administration  Building,  Franklin  Park  Service  Yard, 
Dorchester:  The  roof  of  this  building  was  repaired;  new 
wooden  gutters  installed;  plastering,  carpentry,  electrical 
work,  masonry  work,  painting,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of 
$7,636.00.  A  second  contract  was  awarded  for  the 
installation  of  a  new  heating  boiler  at  a  cost  of  $9,700.00. 

Greenhouses,  Franklin  Park 

Work  done  at  this  location  concerned  interior  con- 
struction of  pavement;  concrete  foundations,  slabs  and 
w^alls;  steel  and  iron  work;  carpentry,  painting  and 
plumbing;  heating  and  electrical  w^ork;  and  related  work 
at  a  cost  of  $17,071.76. 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 

There  is  probably  no  department  in  the  city  that  is 
more  actively  identified  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  than  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department. 
For  the  past  eighteen  months  we  have  been  meeting 
almost  constantly,  weekly  and  sometimes  bi-weekly, 
with  the  division  heads  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  Boston  School  Department,  perfect- 
ing plans  and  making  arrangements  for  new  parks,  new 
playgrounds,  and  new  tot-lots  in  the  developments  being 
planned  throughout  the  city. 

A  wonderful  spirit  of  cooperation  has  developed  be- 
tween the  three  agencies,  and  the  close  attention  given 
to  every  detail  of  every  plan  will  make  certain  that 
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Boston  will  have  the  best  for  its  citizens  in  recreation 
activities.  We  are  cooperating  to  the  fullest  in  the 
1965-1975  report  prepared  by  the  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  the  many  new  areas  which  will  come  under 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  —  the  new 
Government  Center,  the  new  Copley  Square  area, 
Washington  Park,  Castle  Square,  Charlestown,  and 
other  developments  as  they  occur  —  and  this  is  most 
challenging. 

The  division  heads  of  our  departments  are  constantly 
working  and  preparing  reports  so  that  all  final  plans  on 
each  area  will  reflect  great  credit  on  the  administration. 

Christmas  Festival 

Once  again,  as  in  many  years  past,  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  played  a  major  part  in  the 
development  and  presentation  of  the  Christmas  Festival. 
Many  additional  features  were  added  in  1965  by  the 
Christmas  Festival  Committee. 

The  transporting  and  trucking  of  equipment,  setting 
up  of  equipment,  the  furnishing  of  the  major  Christmas 
tree  and  all  other  Christmas  trees,  assisting  in  electrical 
work,  erecting  trees  in  all  major  sections  throughout 
the  city,  and  other  incidental  work  was  accomplished 
by  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  §30,000,  from  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  budget. 

Recreation 

During  the  past  year  we  continued  our  seasonal  recre- 
ation program  involving  all  ages  from  3'outh  to  the 
Golden  Age.  Our  baseball  and  football  programs  are 
well  known  throughout  the  United  States.  We  believe 
that  we  have  the  oldest  established  leagues  in  these 
sports.  Not  only  do  these  sports  give  the  opportunity 
for  fine  physical  development  among  our  youth,  but 
they  also  bring  much  enjoyment  to  the  thousands  of 
spectators. 

Basketball  and  handball  leagues  are  part  of  our  pro- 
gram, and  there  are  small  craft  classes  conducted  in  the 
various  recreation  centers. 
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During  the  summer  season  we  staff  many  playgrounds, 
play  areas,  and  schoolyards  with  men  and  women  in- 
structors, in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  Mayor 
John  F.  Collins.  At  Castle  Island,  South  Boston;  the 
Tileston  School,  Mattapan;  and  at  the  Chestnut  Hill 
Playground,  in  Brighton,  we  conducted  programs  for 
handicapped  and  retarded  children.  The  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  the  pioneer  in  this  type  of  program  throughout 
the  country. 

Cummings  Estate,  Wohurn:  Once  again  we  conducted 
our  most  excellent  garden  program  at  the  Cummings 
Estate,  Woburn-Burlington.  Children  from  crowded 
and  congested  sections  of  the  city  planted  and  raised 
many  vegetables  and  cultivated  the  plots  of  ground 
assigned  to  them.  This  project  is  a  joint  operation  of 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  and  the  School 
Department.  The  children  are  able  to  bring  home 
their  harvest  and  the  results  of  their  efforts. 

We  take  to  the  farm  area  750  to  800  children  weekly, 
approximately  9,000  during  the  year.  If  this  program 
were  not  provided  by  the  Mayor,  most  of  the  children 
would  not  have  the  advantage  of  a  day's  vacation  in 
the  country. 

Cemeteries 

Mount  Hope  Cemetery:  Asphalt  surfacing  of  roadways 
at  a  cost  of  $19,146.22.  A  second  contract  was  awarded 
for  developing  burial  areas  at  Mount  Hope  and  Ever- 
green Cemeteries  including  the  installation  of  557  con- 
crete liners  at  a  cost  of  $28,348.33. 

Tree  Planting 

We  continued  our  tree  planting  on  many  streets 
throughout  the  city  replacing  diseased  trees  that  were 
removed  and  also  planting  trees  on  newly  constructed 
streets.  These  new  trees  of  varying  species  were  planted 
at  a  cost  of  $23,748.50.  A  special  contract  was  awarded 
for  furnishing  and  planting  trees  in  the  Roxbury  area 
being  reconstructed  under  the  Redevelopment  Program. 
Cost  of  providing  these  trees  was  $13,856.00.  A  third 
contract  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  220  dead  and 
diseased  trees  throughout  the  city  was  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $16,570.00. 
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Boston  Common 

Construction  of  a  new  playground;  tennis  courts;  etc. 
A  contract  for  this  work  was  awarded  late  in  1965  in 
the  amount  of  $142,397.40.  The  work  will  be  started 
and  completed  in  1966.  The  work  consists  of  recon- 
structing the  playground;  construction  of  all-weather 
tennis  courts;  installation  of  light  towers  for  flood-light- 
ing the  entire  area.  The  construction  work,  in  addition 
to  grading,  loaming  and  seeding,  will  consist  of  the 
installation  of  a  new  water  system;  the  erection  of  two 
canopy-type  sof tball  backstops ;  new  benches ;  park  seats ; 
drinking  fountain;  steel  bleachers  and  chain  link  fences 
and  gates. 

Information  Booth,  Boston  Common:  Work  was 
started  on  this  project  which  should  be  completed  on 
or  about  June,  1966.  An  M.B.T.A.  kiosk  is  being  partly 
used  as  the  site  of  the  new  information  booth.  The 
cost  of  this  project  is  a  joint  one  with  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority.  The  cost  to  the  City 
of  "^Boston  is  143,042.56  with  the  M.B.T.A.  paying 
$24,211.44. 

A  transformer  and  electrical  control  building  was  con- 
structed on  the  ball  park  on  Boston  Common  at  a  cost 
of  $7,940.00.  This  building  will  be  used  to  properly 
light  the  new  major  recreation  playground  being  con- 
structed on  Boston  Common.
